Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tfie general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representatives explained that one of the distinctions 
between the invention and the prior art is the invention's ability to pull leads and send out introduction messages to the 
leads. Applicant's draft amendment proposes language specifying that the lead is sent a confirmation message prior to 
the sales agent contacting the lead, such that the confirmation message introduces the lead to the sales agent. 
Examiner Diaz agreed that such a limitation would overcome the existing art rejection. Applicant agreed to file an 
amendment incorporating this limitation into all independent claims. Upon receipt of this amendment, the Examiner will 
perform an update search and respond accordingly . 
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
